Stone Mountain. 


l’rofessor J. K. Willet and sixteen mem- 
bers of the senior class of Mercer U niver- 
sity, (as we learn from the Index,) recently 
visited Stone Mountain.

Watrk-Worns—The public mind is 
alive to the great want of a system of wat r- 
works for the city. The fellowi-g embraces the 
plan and propositions presented by the Atlanta 
Canal and Water Compaay,on Friday night, for 
the constraction of works to furnish the city with 
water. It bad been handed in to the Committee on 
Pumps, Wells. and Cisterns, and Dr. Westmore- 
land being familiar with the subject, as Presi- 
dent of the company, was requestet to read it: 

The Atlanta Canal and Water Company pro- 
pose to construct works capable of furnishing the 
city of Atlanta with an abundant supply of pure 
water with plans by which the amount can be 
inoreased if required. The reservoir, with a ca- 
pacity ot over 400000 galions, will have eu 
ent clevation to raise water at the passenger 
depot to the height of sixty to eighty feet above 

The water supply proposed is intended for do- 
metic purp%ses and public use. Pure water is 
demande in the center of the clty, where. ac- 
cording to analysis recently made, the water is 
contaminated to adegree that forbids it« use for 
drinking purposes. For public consumption, in 
the fire department, watering the streets, and 
sewerage, hore is a ftrong desire fur a stupply on 
the part of citigens generally. 

The plan of works by this company has been 
contindered with an eye te the importance of an 
abandant present and prospective supply. From 
statistical accounts of water-works where most of 
the inhabitants are furnished for private use, 
about forty galllons per capita make the full av 
erage for a day. In Europe, where the use of such 
supply is more gencral, the average amount per 
day for each inhabitant is said to be not above 
thirty gallons. Thee estimates include the 
amounts furnished for private and public con- 
sumption. 

In view of these facts, the supply contemplated 
by the company, to a city like Atlanta, half of 
whose inhabitants are supplied for domestic pur- 
poses with the best of well water, will be, bo- 
yond doubt, abundant, even with the prospective 
‘increase of population and demand. 

The Man of const-uction and items of cost are 
as follows: Ata point on Utoy creek selected for 
the source of supply, the stream is of sufficient 
6'ze,, a8 found from actual measurement, to afford 
an abundnot supply ef pure water. 

A site has been selected for pumping works, and 
the estimates made for real estate. Two pumps 
and boilers, and placing them in position end 
construction of cistern is. $9,000. Three miles of 
strong 9 inch cast iron pipe for pumping water 
from the source to the reservior, at the prices of 
reliable manufacturers and the laying the same, 
make the sum of g.. The site for reseryoir 
on Walker street, and grading, masonry, etc., in 
ite construction, is estimated at 613,0 0. 

For one mile of 12 inch castiren pipe for aque- 
duct from reservior to center of town, and laying 
the samo the estimate is $16,890. : 

One mile of 10 inch cast iron pipe, and laylne it. 
for distributing mains, will cost $10,990. 

These items of cost make the aggregate amount 
of N. 560. 

In the above there ls no estimate for small wa- 
ter- pipes, fire-plugs, hydrants, meters, etc., for 
consumers, as there are sometimes considered in 
the contract tor water rents, and are required 
only in proportion to the amount of water used. 
For these and the possible increase in the size of 
pipes, pumps and boilers that may be found nec- 
essary, $15,000 should be added to the above aggre- 
gate amount, making $92,560. 

The above plan and estimates would have been 
presented with the approval of an experienced hy- 
draulic engineer, but for the supposition that the
